Edwafd F. Rash Suicides ia Lex- 
ington. 

Edward F. Rash, formerly of this 
city, committed saicide Saturday a 
LexinRton by taking carbolic acid at 
his home on Jefferson street, city. 
Hs body was found shortly after five 
o'clock by the colored domestic. De- 
spondency over bysiiness failures and 
the ill health of his mother is attribut- 
ed as the cause of.his snicide. 

The act of self-destruction was com- 
mitted at his home when nobody was 
about the place. He had apparently 
sent the colored woman awav from the 
house so that he could accomplish his 
suicidal purposes without interfer- 
ence. It was not until her return to 
the house that the suicide was dis- 
covered. 

Mr. Rash's body WM foood lyin? 
across the bed and empty bottle 
which had containfid one ounce of car- 
bolic acid was found close to bia side. 
A note addrataed to Miaa Mabel Rash, 
hia daoebtor, tollisK tbe family good- 
bye and that ht wm tirad af life, was 
alaa fonod. It waa laaraad {that ^Mr. 
Raah had been ia a daapoadent mood 
for aavaral days, and had threatened 
to take Lie life. The threat waa ;not 
taken aeriously by the members of his 
family, and Saturday he appeared in a 
more cheerful mood. He spent a part 
of the afternoon with hia sister, Mrs. 
J. H, Kimbrough. who resides a short 
distance from ihe home of Mr. Rash. 
He returned home and got his clothes 
preparatory to taking a bath, and 
after sending the colored girl away 
Dlarned with deliberation his suicide, 
penciled the note to his daughter, and 
swallowed the fatal drug. 

Mr. Rash was formerly of this coun- 
ty and lived at North Middletown, 
where he was engaged in farming. 
Later he moved to Paris, where he 
entered the real estate bu^^iness with 
Mr. W. A. Tnomson, under the firm 
name of Thomson & Rash. About four 
years ago he had the misfortune to 
lose his wife, who was the daughter of 
Mr. W.H. Mappin, formerly of Paris, 
and a short time afterward moved to 
Lexington, where he purehaaed a 
farm on tbe Richmond pike. 

He is survived by three children, 
Miaa Mabel Kaab, aged 22. William 
Raah, aged 18, aad Flomay Rash, 
aged 16 yean. He ia alao aurvifed by 
seyeral aiatcra and brothere, aa fallow : 
Mra. T. G. Morria, of this city. Mrs. 
Dr. Cook, Meesra Hedges. Bert and 
Magnus Rash, of North Middeltown. 
and Mrs. J. H. Kimbrough, of Lexing- 
ton. His mother, Mrs. Margaret 
Rash, who also survives, is in a pre- 
carious condition at tiie St. Joaeph 
Hospital, in Lexington. 

Mr. Rash was a mnmber of one of 
tbe best-known families in ti is county, 
and has many friends here who regret- 
ted exceedingly to bear of his untime- 
ly death.

took his deuaiture. He was not heatd 
fnm ;;until his arrest in Lioxington.

In th Lexington police court Satur- 
day morning Brown was allowed bail 
in the gum of $200. He is being held 
until n«ore information concerning his 
alhged operations is prcKsured.

LonHdeoce in the abilitv of a railway 
company prcperly to continue its od€- 
rations and adequately lo maintaia and j 
extend its taciiities dt>pends in Rreat i 
measure upon its net operating reve- 
nue. This is what is left of ^tb« re- > 
ceipts from trathc constituting the to-' 
tai ooerating revenue, aftei the ope- 
ratinj? exjjenges have been met. As 
the miieak^e ttrnds to increase year bv 
vear an accutate measure i? obtained 
of the oceraling revenues, operating 
expenses, and net operatine revenue 
bv ascertaining what thev have 
amounted to for each mile. It may 
be, for example, as was the case in 
March, that while in the aggregate net 
operating revenoe has inereaaed, it has 
decreaased vhea measured per mile of 
line.

The decrease per niile of line 
uer month w?s as great in amount a« 
$53. and as great in ratio as 15 per 
cent. The greatest increase tor any 
one of the four months showing was 
$31, ur 14.1 per cent This w»s in F« b- 
ruary. 1912. and was exceptional as 
this month contained one more o. y 
than February. 1911. The inghest av- 
erage aet operating revenue per mile 
of line for any one month of this pe- 
riod was $409. the lowest $203. 

Seven of the ten months from July. 
1911 to April, 1^12, SHOW decreases in 
net operating revenue per mile of line 
aa^compared with the cotrespoDding 
months of tlie fiscal year ending Jane 
30. 1911 : aad eleven of the months of 
the fiscal year which ended Jane 90, 
1911. showed decresses in comparison 
with th« resoective corresponding 
months of the fiBcal year ending Jure 
30. 1910. It is therefore evident that 
tne trend of railway net revenue has 
been downward for the nast two yearp. 

The summary for April, 1912, shows 
that the net operating revenue wi-s 
less than for April.

Tobacco Crop Outlook Hood. 

The midsummtr reports on the out- 
look for the 1912 t .oacco crop from 
every State in the Union in which the 
weed it^ grown wtre complied Friday, 
and indicated that the yiela will be 
better than last year. 

Although the easDn was late from 
one to three wtcKc in different sec- 
tions, the C(jndition8 are r,ow consider- 
ed favorable. Any serious damage to 
the growing crop will have to come in 
the future. 

The total acreage planted last year 
in all the tobacco-r&ising States was 
877,869 acres. Ibis year tbe estimat- 
ed area planted is a little in excess of 
one million acres. The total produc- 
tion last year was 742,060.500 Doands. 
IJnlei^s the growing crop has a setback 
it is estimated that the Idlj! yieid will 
produce 911.09S.60U oeondsT 

Tbe only sectidas where tbe acreage 
fell off this year were in Ohio, wbeie 
the cigar srowers were diseoo raided 
1 by tbe low prieee wbieh have mantain- 
l ed darins the last few seasons, and in 
Tennessee. The total acreage in Ohio 
this year is 72,124. Last year the 
acreage was 79.035. 

In Kentucky 348.060 acres have been 
planted in tobacco this year, as against 
279,176 acres last year. Kentucky is 
expected to produce 50,000.000 pounui? 
in excess of last year. 
I The Bcra^Re in Indiana this 3 ear is 
15,138 acres. JLast year only 13,997 
acres were olanted. 

West Virginia has 17,500 acres Ihi.i 
year, a gain of 3,500 acres. Its pr 
duct is expectedt o increase 3,000,0 Oi 
pounds. 

The planting in Tennesaee fell away 
10.0(H) arres this year. only 80,000 acr^s 
being planted.

mission, after such investigation as it 
deems necessary shall determine that 
no substantial public benefits result 
from the separate existence of s\ich 
companies and that actual competitive 
conditions do not exist and baa signi- 
fied such determination in a resolution 
consenting to such consolidation, lease, 
.aale of operating arrangement" 

The commission at its meeting had 
before it a let^|r 4roiB the boulsirille. 
Henderson & St pol^a rsLilvpfA* an- 
nouncing a substinttal redwctlon in 
rates between South Carrollton and 
Madisonville. The first-claas rate, for 
instance, has bean radueed from 55 to 
23 cents, J. F. Wolcbtt, of South^ Car- 
rollton, complained tbat he was'una- 
>le to ship direct to Madisonville over 
'he M., H. & E., and L. & N. branch, 
but was compelled to ship by way of 
Guthrie. The railroad's action was 
roluntary after Investigating the con- 
tritions. 

The Paducah Commercial Club 
scored twice. Reparation In the sum 
of $184.86 was ordered in favor of the 
Cohankus ' Manufacturing company 
against the Illinois Central, and of 
? 481.16 in favor of the Paducah Braw 
ing company against the same road. 
These decisions are based on an'or- 
'ginal opinion reducing the rates on 
v St Kentucky ooal from 80 to 60 
cents.

The total outoot of distilled spirits 
in the United States daring the. last 
fiscal year up to and Inclusive of April, 
was 184,780,472'gallons. and Kentucky 
Droduced a little less than one third of 
this amoutft. There are now 152,581.- 
599 sallons of whisky in Kentucky 
warehouses alone, which is a 4000.000- 
gallon net increase in supply since Jan- 
uary 1 of this year. The ten months 
production of the current fiscal year of 
1911, but has fxceeoed the whole total 
of the overproducing: fiscal year of 
1910. In two yeras Kentucky has 
turned out nearly 120,000,000 gallons 
ot her tavorite product. The output 
for ten months beginning July 1 was 
35-549.145 gallons, and that for tha 
same months of this year, 36,792,083. 
an increase of 1,242.938 gallons.

Mr. Ward waa in Prris Sunday and 
stated be had outlined the work of the 
Game and Fish Cemmissioli and gave 
out the following stsieoMnt : 
' "tiama protection in the United 
Spates has developed along somewhat 
broader lines than in other counciies. 
Its object is not only to preserve a few 
animals and birds to furnish sport fui 
a limited class, but to protect the in- 
crease useful species for the btnefit of 
the people in general. 

"The personale of the new Game 
and Fish Commission guaranteejs a 
faithful and efficient enforcement of 
the laws of the state, whicn are de- 
signed to preserve not onlv the game 
naimals and game birfis, but also 
birds of song and plumage and tho$e 
which are ben^fliiil as destroyers of 
injurious insects and noxious weeds. 
While securing the support of the 
sportsmen, it benefits the la mer bv 
increasing tlie species which are useful 
to biro and coamands the interest of 
that ever-increasing class of persons 
who find health or recrietionSin observ- 
ing oKstodying nature. 

"WitbSths development of legisla- 
tioo for toe protection of fish and game 
has oeeoned nnotber developntnt in- 
tended to nffsid greater protection tc 
land owners and tenants. This legis- 
lation tooK, the form cf oenalties ineor- 
porsted in the game laws tot certain 
forms of trespass and vandalism The 
land cvtner had, and still retains prac- 
t cally complete control ot the game 
on his premises, since he can to a cer- 
tain extent fix the conditions undei 
which it shall be taken and has abso- 
lute right to say whether or not it 
shall be hunted at all, but the facili- 
ties for enforcing his desire were of 
such a personal character that he hesi- 
tated taking the vigorous action neces- 
sary to gee results. Now, however, 
with the inauguration of the State De- 
partment for the protection of game 
and fish, with a svstem of wardens 
throughout the state, whose sworn 
duty is to entorce the laws, the activi- 
ties of those wardens in each county, 
the policy of publicity and education 
of the department and the interest of 
the trtM iportsiiUHi and law~abioiiiK 
citisen who tnkea oM his license; the 
enfaresMsnt of treapnislans become a 
matter of jBoarse, tbe Hiibts ot prop- 
erty owners is established alike in the 
mind of tbe . eeteless ci isso, the 
tbouffbtless frieiid^aad the vicious law- 
breaker.
